Wifeless Telegraphy Again 


Proves Its Efficiency 


SENDS J DISTRESS SIGNAL 


Steamer Alamo Quickly Responds and 


Rescues Captain and Crew of Forty- 
Six Men In.the Nick of Time—Bat- 
tleship and Two Revenue Cutters 
Made Quick Time to Wreck, but 


Services Were Not Needed 


New York, Feb. 5.—Thanks again 


to the wireless and tho international 
distress signal, "S. O. S.," Captain 
Moore anfl his crew of forty-six men 
are safe oh board the Mallory liner 
Alamo, bound for Key West, while 
their vessel, the Kentucky, has sunk 
off Cane Hatlcras. It is another case 
of a disaster averted by wireless anil 
told 
to "the world 
by the 
same 


medium. 


The Kentucky, a wooden vessel o£ 


090 gross tonnage and 203 feet long, 
was bound from New York to the Pa- 
cific to carry passengers between Ta- 
coma and Alaskan ports for the Pa- 
cific Steamship company. 


First news of the Kentucky's plight 


was received at the United Wireless 
company's station at Cape Hatteras 
at 11:20 o'clock yesterday morning. 
There the operator heard the "S. 0. 
S.," 'quickly followed by this mes- 
sage: 


"We are sinking. 
Our latitude Is 


32.10,- longitude 76.30."

Almost simultaneously the operator 


heard the steamship Alamo respond U> 
the Kentucky's call for help, Inform- 
ing Captain Moore that the Alamo was 
making all speed to the sinking ves- 
sel's assistance.

tucky," Indicating that water had.in- 
terfered" with the power, putting her 
wireless apparatus out of commis-

time flashed wireless messages along

ASSERTION OF WARRINER 


Former Treasurer Says Looting of 


Railroad Was Begun by Predeces- 


sors 'and He Covered Their Short- 
ages—Tells How Easy It Was to 
Steal Thousands—Could Have Been 
Easily Discovered by the Auditor 


Cincinnati, Feb. 5.— If It had not 


been for a quarrel between two wom- 
en,- Charles L. Warrlner,' recently 
local treasurer of the Big. Four rail- 
way, believes that his theft of $643,- 
000 from the company would not be 
known today and that he would still' 
bo in the employ of the company. 
These women, he declares, one of 
whom Is accused of blackmailing him 
out of. some of bis stolen money, had 
a dispute that severed the compan- 
ionship and led one to make revela- 
tions that resulted In the discovery of 
the sensational thefts and Warriner's 
imprisonment.

Warrluer made this assertion at the 


trial of Mrs. Jeanette. S. Ford, who 
Is accused of blackmailing him. 
He 


said that she and a woman named Ida 
Brockway had the dispute, and he 
judged that It was from remarks made 
by tho Brockway woman that the ex- 
posure came. 


.Incidentally 
Warriner ' made the 


startling statement that the theft of 
the $643,000 was easy. 
He said it 


would have been the simplest thing 
In the world to have discovered his 
theft. 
He, declared further that he 


had 
assumed 
an 
alleged 
$10,500 


shortage of Frank D. Comstock, his 
predecessor, and also an alleged $22,- 
000 shortage of Edgar S. Cooke. 


Not the least interesting develop- 


ment of the testimony was Warriner's 
assertion that he had paid many re- 
bates while treasurer of the Big Four 
at Cincinnati, as well as his descrip- 
tion of the manner In which he con- 
cealed his shortage. 
He said 
his 


stealings were taken from the daily 
remittances of station agents, mere- 
ly making the credit Jess than the 
amount received. 
He asserted that 


the Big Four auditor, P. A. .Hewitt, 
might easily have discovered his em- 
bezzlement at any time by comparing 
He remittance slips with the ledger, 
but ho stoutly asserted that there 
had 'been no understanding with the 
auditor. 


"Mr. Hewitt never completely au- 


dited my accounts," said Warrlner. 
"I stole from the daily receipts from 
agents. 
These amounted some days 


to ?76,000 and some days to $200,- 
000. 
Had Hewitt ever added up my 


books he would have seen that I was 
short several thousand dollars."
